books: Instend."” 


The first error was in seed-sowing. 
The amateur saws too thickly. That 
fs truce, I hnve seen a whole packet 
of lettuce secd, which would have 
losted me for “succession” for all the 
senson, shot Into a‘three-yard drill. 
I fancy that the gencral feeling is, 
that seed-sowing Is a mystcrlou 
business, and you can hardly. expect 
those dend-looking things to produce 
slants, But if you sow. them thick- 
y, and one percent. germinates, 
you may have o crop. 


But it is a stupld mistake from 
every point of view. To berin with 
economy. A twopenny packet of 
any ordinary seed, (apart from pens 
or beans: or cress) should suffice an 
ordinary garden for a scnson, making 
a succession of sowlngs of cabbage, 
radish, carrots or turnip. So why 
waste it nll at once? 


Then thick-sowing ‘means _addl- 
tional work; thinning and trans- 
planting at the buslest season in the 
gardener's year. And It also docs not

-Her story of the days Immediately 
after the Rochm purge trembles with 
excitement, - :

Perhaps because she watched 50 
much wickedness in high places, 
Martha strikes me ns unbalanced now 
nbout Germany, and tha people she’ 
met there, All her portraits seem 
slight carleatures, Goering fs too gross 
and dangerous: Gocbbels too devilish~ 
clever.

She docs, But she also describes’ u 
number of fournailsts whom I do know 
and whom my friends know. ‘They 
agree that the high lights and dark 
shadows on her portraits of these men 
are crudely exaggerated, * 

_ Therefore & feel that sho writes in a 
nightmare, Politically, too, she rants 
too much, rather like a good Com- 
munist newspaper ccholng an agreed 
party line. ‘ 

That one can discount rather casily. 
But I don't lke her, inability to 
describe a man without getting excited, 
Few women can, But Martha Dodd 
hates them or likes. them at once—and 
very obviously. When she was vcry 
young, she remarks, “I had been mar-

thoritles, and obtained $1,000 by similar false pretences on March 14. 


The money, according to the 
prosecution, had been advanced to 
Sykes by. Rellance Motors os ‘com- 
mission due-to -him ff. the contract 
had been made by the Military nu- 
thorities, Sykes had represented to 
‘Messrs. W. A. H. Dulf and J. A, 
Duff, Directors of Rellance Motors, 
that he could secure o contract for 
them for the supply of trucks and 
motor cars to the ‘Military, adding 
that through his contacts, he wags in 
a position to quote lower rates than 
other people could tender, 


Mr, 0, &. C, Marton prosecuted on 
behalf of Reliance. Motors, and Mr. 
F. H. Loseby was for the defence. 


Mr. J, A. Dult sald that on Mareh 
2, he wrote a Ietter on Sykes’ request 
to Col. Henderson, stated by Sy:

Sir Francis Dyke 
Acland Dead 


London,’ June 9.

The death is announced of the 
statesman, Sir Francis Dyke Acland. 
—Reuter Bulletin, - . 


Sir Francis was -born in March, 
1874, the son of the 13th baronet, and 
educated ut -Rugby and. Oxford. 
After holding’ educational posts he 
was elected Liberal M.P, for the 
Richmond Division of Yorkshire in 
1906 and became private scerctary to 
Lord Haldane, then Secretary for 
War, From | 
Financial” Scerctary” to the War 
Secretary with Sir Edward Grey as 
hls chief during the crisis that Ied 
up to the war, 


From February to June, 19165, he 

was: ‘Financial Seeretary to the 
Treasury, and until 1916 Secretary 
of the Board of Agricultural. 
« Sir Francis was regarded ns one 
of the most brilliant men in the 
Liberal party. From 1910 ‘until he 
lost his seat in 1924 he was M.P. 
successively for N.W. Cornwall and 
the Tiverton Division. Though -he 
was out of Parllament for several 
years, he worked unceasingly for his 
party, ‘ 

It was’ from the terrace of his 
country seat, Killerton Hall, Exeter 
that Mr. Llodyd George Inunched hls 
Jand campalgn in 1925, ~ 

Sir Francis succeeded to 
baronetcy. on. his father's: death {n 
1920. At a by-clection in July, 1932, 
he was returned for North Cornwall. 
His victory was welcomed by the 
Opposition Liberals, as the National 
Government had absorbed so many 
of the Liberal leaders that they had 
few spokesmen of experience, 

In December, 1937, he decided to 
leave the Church of England as a 
protest against {ts ban on performing 
the marriage ceremony for the 
divorced—even the innocent party. 
The Church, he declared, was falling 
to come into line with the modern 
spirit visible in other Protestant 
churches and was dying very fast 
in nearly all the country districts he 
knew, . i
